Upon the absorption by the Hudson’s 
Bay Company of the Northwest Com- 
pany in 1821, thus forming a complete 
monopoly of the Northwest fur trade 
in America, Edmonton House, as Ec- 
monton was then called, was the prin- 
cipal post of the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany west of Fort Garry, on the Red 
River, where the City of Winnipeg now 
stands. :

Bay Company are given to the world, 
when the diaries and correspondence 
of the Grants, McDonalds and Sinclairs,

The historian, the antiquarian, and 
the philoiogist will tell as time rolls 
on much of that incomplete story of 
the past, but the re2l story of domin- 
ant interest to civilization will be the 
future already indicated by its locale 
which created Edmonton, by the fertil 
ity of the country, which surrounds it, 
by the salubrious climate, and by its 
illimitable natural mineral resources 
either within the limits of the city it- 
self or in its immediate neighborhood. 
Upon the development of these mineral 
resources aS a means to manufacturing 
enterprise, will largely depend the fu- 
ture distinctive greatness of Edmon- 


The unsurpassed agricultural lands, 
the stock-raising possibilities of Nor- 
thern Alberta, great as they undoubt- 


in the natural condition of things, and 
with the present and assured railway 


the pre-eminence of Edmonton as the 
great manufacturing centre of Western 
Canada. That situation has not yet ar- 
rived. It rests with the enterprise of 
the people of Edmonton and the bring- 
ing of the knowledge of the manufac- 
turing possibilities of the city to the 
capitalist. That Edmonton will be a 
prosperous city, and the metropolis of 
Northern Alberta, even without manu- 
facturing industries cannot be gain- 
said. The fertility of the soil of Nor- 
thern Alberia and its adaptability for 


agriculture and stock-raising, 4 third 
of a century of evidence has proved it. 
The climatic conditions are better than 


in any other region in Canada. These 


circumstances alone would cause Ed- 
monton to be the market-place of a 
prosperous farming and ranching dis- 
trict and consequently a place of con- 
mercantile importance, but 
the history of the world has never 
shown that the market-place of the 
raw products of the farm and ranch 
and the mere distributing place of sup- 
plies, ever yet created a populous cen- 
tre of more than passing importance, 


siderable

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or ever yet created a city of commer- 
cial greainess. The placing of the seat 
of governmert of a Province may lend 
dignity and a slight increase of pop- 


ulation to a city, but little more. 

If Edmonton is to take her place 
among the cities of this continent in a 
position which the lavish gifts of na- 
ture showered round and about its site 
apparently intended should be taken, it 
will depend upon the enterprise dis- 
played by the development of the re- 
sources at the doors of her citizens and 
the economical manufacture of com- 
modities from tne staple products of 
a great district under the most favor- 
able conditions ever granted by nature 
in her most prodigal mood. 


‘Tis a far ery back to the time when 
a Hudson's Bay factcr was confronted 
with the economic problem as_ tc 
whether it were better to continue in 
imperfectly built houses with crudely 
constructed furniture, at great trou- 
ble and expense, brought quarter way 
round the world, or to import a car- 
penter and joiner who would find the 
materials for his work close at hand. 
The questions of supply and demand, 
the questions of trade, commerce and 
political economy entered relatively as 
largely into the life of Fort Edmonton 
a century ago as they will do into the 
future greatness of the capital of the 
Province of Alberta, and as they do 
into every community above the stage 
of primitive barbarity.

It has been customary, by reason of 
settlement, etc., to refer to the district 
of which Edmonton is distinctively the 


commercial capital, a8 Northern Alber- 
ta. Edmonton is situated in the cen- 
tral portion of the great area of the 
Province of Alberta. Edmonton, the 
city, is 318 miles north of the inter- 
national boundary line, its southern 
limit. It {ts 446 miles south of the 
northern boundary of the Province, 210 
miles east of the western boundary, 
ind 150 miles west of the eastern boun- 
Idary, it practically controls the trade 
of the Province 100 miles south as far 
is Red Deer and is the depot of sup- 
lies of the great district to the north 
2xtending to the Athabasca. It !s the 
commercial and industrial centre of a 
fertile country of 70,000 square miles, 
well timbered In many districts, em- 
bracing most of the economic minerals 
and rapidly becoming settled. Edmon- 
ton is also the base of supply of what 
is now becoming known as Northern 


Alberta extending from the Athabasca 
River to the 60th parallel and from the 


110th to the 120th meridian, containing 
150,000 square miles, much of it fit for 
settlement. The great country beyond 
is drained by the Peace and MacKen- 
zie Rivers to the Arctic Ocean, the un- 
surveyed land of the fur-trade depends 
entirely upon Edmonton as its base of 
supplics. Quickly as Edmonton has 
been built, conservatism in its indus- 
trial and progressive methods hag been 
its watchword, and, aided by a pictur- 
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esque, health ful site, admitting of nat- 


ural seweraye systems, it has be- 
eorne the handsomest city aye 
town in Wevstern Canada through 
the architect.tre of its splendid 
buildings, its broad streets and 
its tree-lined boulevards.

That it will be more than 
a provincial capital, a great commercial 
and jobbing centre and a_ beautiful, 
healthful city is just as assured as that 
those conditions were arrived at 
through its geographical position, the 
purpose of Its people, and the wonder- 
ful productive qualities of the district. 
The fact of being the capital of a great 
and growing Province will be taken ad- 
vantage of and the Parliament Build- 
ings and public institutions placed cu 
many of the picturesque points. The 
mercantile and jobbing trade will grow 
as population increases. The milling 
interest will develop in harmony with 
agricultural progress. As a_ place of 
delightful residence the beauty of the 
town, its wonderful situation on the 
high bank of the Saskatchewan, its sal- 
ubrious climate, its opportunities for 
comfort, health and social amusement, 
Edmonton will always be attractive. It 
is for the people, assisted by capitalis- 
tic enterprise, to say if it. will be 
more than all of them in the near fu- 
ture. That it will sometime be a great 
manufacturing centre might as well be 
disputed as to say that the gifts of na- 
ture will not be utilized.

| MANUFACTURING 


“Admitting the fertility of the Cana- 
dian West,’ said a prominent Eastern 
Canadian who stood high in the coun- 
cils of his party, ‘‘That means only ag- 
ricultural possibilities. Under the 
most favorable circumstances, and I be- 
lieve, you have them, Western Canada 
will therefore only have the centres 
that agriculture creates, and those, es 
we know are, a8a matter of population, 
moderate. The centre of population 
will not swing as it is supposed, west- 
ward of the Great Lakes in Canada 
for many a long year, let the vacant 
lands of the West be taken up ever so 
quickly. It is manufacturing industries 
that are the dominating influences of 
the growth of a town or city.” 


That wes said ten years ago and, 


the Canadian West at the beginning 
of its marvellous progress is already 
preparing to meet the problem that 
confronts it. Is it to be merely the 
grower of crops and cattle, for the 
great centres of Eastern Canadian 
population while the cream of their 
labor i8 to be expended in exporting 
their wheat and importing their manu- 
factured goods? 


How long will the hundreds of thous- 
ands that live between the Great Lakes 
and the Rocky Mountains in Canada 
and the tens upon tens of thousands 
that come into the country each suc- 
ceeding year have to pay freight rates 
on both the manufactured goods they 
require and the cereals and cattle they 


sell ? 


It is the problem of the West. 

The question of the fertility of the 
soil of Western Canada has long since 
been satisfactorily settled. Its desir- 
ability as a land of settlement has been 
answered by the succeeding tides of 
immigration that are sweeping over 
the Western prairies. The fuel ques- 
tion is no longer something that agit- 
ated the political economist, who looked 
into the future and not beneath the 
surface. 

Literature by the ton has been dis- 
tributed, truthfully telling the peopies 
of other lands about the great natur- 
al advantages that Western Canada of- 


| fers to the possible settler. And the 
people are coming in such numbers 
from the four corners of the world that

In a word, the Canadian West, to re~ 
tain the balance of trade, the com- 
mercial proportion, the economic nec- 
essities of the country’s growth must 
manufactu7e the bulk of its own de- 
mands. 

The City of Winnipeg, {ne metropolis, 
as it is often called, of Western Can- 
ada, the rateway of the West, is al- 
ready confronted, if not acutely, at 
least impressively with the problem. 
Many of: its best business men and 


and to’ the east large deposits of iron 
ore to be found on a connecting branch 
line a few miles away, timber of many 
serviceable kinds distributed in great 


areas throughout the district, these are 
some of the items in the plan of things 
that sooner or later must make Edmon- 
ton the great manufacturing centre of 
the Canadian North-West, with the il- 
limitable accessible coal deposits on 
which the city is built and which prac- 
tically underlie the whole district as 
the basis. With the only partly ex- 
plored wealth of northern British Col- 
umbia already known to be as rich in 
minerals as the southern purt of the 
Pacific Province of the Dominion, which 
has brought into existence large and 
prospercus manufacturing towas, to be 
drawn upon for supplies for the smelt- 
ers and work-shops of an industrial 
centre, it is to be believed that with 
the continuation and construction of the 
transcontinental roads, the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, the Canadian Northern, 
the Canadian Pacific and the Hill sys- 
tem from the south through Edmonton 
and the Rocky Mountains, pringing the 
British Columbia mining fields within 
easy touch of the Edmonton coal fields 
that the “plan of things’ will be car- 
ried out to its logical conclusion and 
Edmonton, the beautifully picturesque 
capital of Alberta, the commercial met- 
ropolis of the Far West, the city of 
homes and salubrious climate, will be 
the manufacturing, rathway and dis- 
tributing centre of the great, broad, 
fertiie land of the West, the Greater 
Canada of the Dominion, a city of great 
population, whose needs the agricul- 
tural development of the surrounding 
country will ever be able to sup- 


ply. 


POSSIBILITIES. 


the most enterprising corporations of 
Winnipeg, are exerting themselves to 
solve the question of cheap power to 
run the manufactures necessary under 
the economic conditions of a city’s con- 
tinued progress and prosperity. 


Real property preserves its value in 
Winnipeg, for the Canadian West with 
its boundless agricultural possibilities 
has impressed the world and immigra- 
tion is pouring in, producing an econ- 
omic condition that, with the devel- 
opment of cities and towns to the 
westward as supply centres, will cur- 
tail. some at least of the business of 
the capitai city of Manitoba in time. 

The far-seeing men of Winnipeg un- 
derstand this and the nmimber of va- 
cant houses that manufacturing indus- 
tries would make the homes of pay- 
drawing mechanics, give cause for 
their aroused interest in manufacturing 
industries. Cheap electric power is in 
process of development from water 
power at a considerable distance from 
Winnipeg, with the intention of obviat- 
ing the danger that threatens the 
growth of the Provincial Capital of 
Manitoba. 


The serious loss in the  transmis- 
sion of electric power for any consid- 
erable distance has not yet been over- 
come by the electrical engineer or 
scientist. But even with this draw- 
back the efforts of the promoters of 
electrical power for the city of Win- 
nipeg are being supported by the citi- 
zens with an earnestness that shows 
how important the question of local 
manufacturing enterprise has beccme. 

In the progress and settlement that 
distinguishes the life of the young 
Province of Alberta the question of 
manufacturing development will com- 
paratively be a more important one, 
and a question earlier to be faced than 
it was in the Province of Manitoba and 
the City of Winnipeg. The cost of 
transportation to the east at least, will 
be a more serious question for him of 
the Saskatchewan Valley than of the 
Red. And it seems that in the un- 
knowable wisdom of the universe that 
Nature has provided, in the Saskatche- 
wan Valley, what only requires the 
enterprise and energy of man to com- 
plete, a solution of a problem upon 
which to a great extent depends a 
country’s natural greatness. 

The City of Edmonton, the capital 
city of Alberta, on the verge of the 
great forests of the Northland, the 
foot-hills of the Rockies, at the same 
time on the border of the great tree- 
less prairies to the south and south- 
east, built on seams of coal, some of 
it, even in the slight depths that have 
been mined, of a biturninous character, 
on the banks of a navigable river, in 
the centre of a great agricultural and 
grazing country, within a few hundred 
| miles of the great unexplored miner- 
al belt of Northern British Columbia, 
and the future railway centre of sev- 
| eral transcontinental railways will 
| meet this problem at almost the very 
outset of its history as the capital of 
a Province of the Dominion of Canada 
and upon its early solution will de- 
pend the greatness of Edmonton’s posi- 
tion as one of the great cities of this 
continent. 


No city in the world has cpparent- 
ly been so favored by Nature as to 
| its possibilities in becoming a great 
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manufacturing centre. 


The climate of the Edmonton dis- 
trict is so moderate that the great. 
question of inexpensive warmth in the 
winter months to the thousands of 
workmen and work-women of its prob- 
able manufacturing industries, a seri- 
ous one when the coat of labor enters 
so largeiy into the conditions that gov- 
ern manufecturing enterprise, is settled 
at the outset to the advantage of Ed- 
monton. The expensive clothing nec- 
essary in a more rigcrous climate will 
not be a serious drain on the purses 
of the mechanics. The question of fuel 
is settied by the primary reason of 
the desirability of «Jdmonton as a man- 
ufacturing centre—the illimitable coal 
seams upon which the city itself ts 
built. 


The food supply must alse for 
centuries through the fertile lands 
of the Saskatchewan Valley be one 
that will in that respect make 
Edmonton -a cheep place of residence, 
for it is the articles that require skill- 
ed technical manufacture that at the 
present time are relatively expensive. 

The three primary questions then 
that confront the man who considers 
the possibilities of Edmonicn’s future 
as a manufacturing centre are now 
material, power and market. 

There is no reason to suppose that 
with the illimitable acres of arable 
land known to be able to produce the 
finést roots, cereals and flax, and 
capable of feeding horses, cattle, hogs, 
sheep, 2tc., that raw materials for 
countless manufactures would never be 
wanting if the other conditions were 
provided to make manufacturing prof- 
itable. 


With the finest hogs fed on the 
cheaply grown roots of the Saskatche- 
wan Valley, with th2 hides and beef 
that could be provided from the herds 
of cattle that graze on the succulent 
grasses of the district, from the flax 
that grows with excellent satisfaction, 
with the wool that flock upon flock of 
sheep would provide, raw material for 
manufacturing enterprises could be 
provided in abundance to keep « half 
a hundred industries supplied with the 
raw material for some of the most 


important manufacture requirements 
of a nation. ¢ 
Across the Rocky Mountains, aye, 


even in the mountaing themselves, 
there are according to the supervicial 
observations of the surveyor and the 
perfunctory investigations of the min- 
ing expert and prospector, a world of 
mineral wealth merely awaiting devel- 
opment and the opportunity for their 
ores to be brought to the smelter and 
furnace, whick. -e railway facilities of 
the next few years will afford by the 
transcontinental railways connecting 
them with the coal fields of Edmonton. 
Even if the bulk of the coal of Edmon- 
ton District should leck in some degree 
somé or the essentials necessary to ore 
smelting that drawback may be ob- 
viated by the assured demonstration 
that the process of smelting may be 
completely carried out by electricity 
which could be cheaply generated by 
any of the ccal in the district. 

And as to the third condition needed 
—a market. 


In the phenomenal development that 
has taken place throughout the Cana- 
dian West within the last few years, 
in the settlement that is anally 
doubling in dimensions, in the cities 
and towns that are growing through- 
out the Canadian Weat, in thé railway 
facilities that render communication 
andtransportation easyand economical 
in the growing needs of a people in- 
creasing in wealth year by year, in 
the nearness to British Columbia and 
to the present and prospective great 
cities of the Pacific Coast, in the pro- 
babilities of a great market in the Or- 
jent, now appreciating the things of 
Western civilation the question of a 
market will not be one from present 
indications that will cause a boom in 
Edmonton to remain idie for a day or 
put out a furnace fire for an instant. 

With the timber resources of the for- 
ests of the west and north, with the 
navigability of the Saskatchewan river, 
with the accessibility of the coal, with 
the great marl deposits of the District 
in conjunction with the varied products 
of a great agricultural and grazing 
country providing the raw material for 
the manufacturer, a country dotted 
with cities, towns and villages it would 
be strange indeed if the problem of the 
Canadian West, the question of manu- 
facture igs not solved first by the 
progressive young capitel of the Pro- 
vince of Alberta the Hudson Bay post 
of a few years ago and the most pic- 
turesquely beautiful city in Greater 
Canada. 

It is not a dream of the imagination 
that Donald Ross, the pioneer settler 
of Edmonton, will see the f'st on the 
banks below the heighis of Edmonton 
on which the business portion of the 
prosperous city stands, the flat where 
he a third of acentury ago began the 
little farm, whose only market was the 
Hudson’s Bay Fort a few yards away, 
covered with mills factories ard smelt- 
ers, the beginning of an era of manu- 
ufacturing enterprise that may affect 
the industrial history of the continent.

HIS WORSHIP MAYOR CHARLES MAY 


The Mayor of Edmonton, Charles 
May is of Scotch-Irish bleod, 4 racial 
affiliation which has given the Eng- 
lish-speaking world many of its lead- 
ers the United States their greatest 
Fresident, Abraham Lincoln, as well 
as their most successful soldier, U. S. 
Grant, and Canada some of its most 
prorainent men in polfti¢al and business 


life. 
It may be that the adaptability of the 


Irishman united with the energetic per- 
gpeverence of the Scot, explains to some 
extent the success that the conspicu- 
ous number of men of mingled Scotch 
and Irish blood meet with in life, for 
the sanguine Irish temperament, with 
resourceful versatility added to Scot- 
tish determination provides a person- 
ality with the qualities that usually 
spell success under any conditions in 


any land. 

In the land of opportunity, in the 
Canadian West, it would be strange in- 
deed if a man possessed of these qual- 
ities in any marked degree would not, 
no matter what the temporary rebuffs 
offortune might be or how unaided 
his eariy efforts might have been, rise 


to a position of prominence in what- 
ever phase of life or in whatever com- 
munity he might be placed.

He first tried his rortunes as a 
farmer in the valley of the Little Sas- 
katchewan, where he took up a home- 
stead near the site of the present town 
of Minnedosa. in Manitoba. 

Transportation by rail for their prod- 
uce was a crying need of the strug- 
gling pionzers of Manitoba in those 
days and the necessity of railways for 
Western development was early and 
practically borne in upon the mind of 
the young Manitoba farmer. As an 
instance, Mr. May at one time had to 
drive with a load of wheat to Glad- 
stone, sixty miles away, with ateam 
of oxen, and when his load was sold 
at the journey’s end the expenses of 
the trip were so great that he was ac- 
tually out of pocket by the trip. 

Mr. May turned with the resource- 
fulness of his race and nature to car- 
pentering as a business and for three 
years worked as a carpenter on 
bridges and stations of the Manitoba 


and Northwestern Railway. He then 


went to Winnipeg, where he remained

It was impossible to see twenty-five 
feet away at 3 p.m. and the sailors 
had to be lashed to the vessel.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS SIIVER 

It would appear that the attractive 
power of the Northwest is not limited 
to people but that even that usually 
Scarce and elusive commodity known 
as cash is heading this way from the 
ends of the earth. While the banks 
and the Government are taking up a 
collection of the American coin which 
hss drifted across the line and will 
return it to the land of its origin Cal- 
gary people have become aware of an- 
ether coinage current which is pouring 
the silver money of the Strait Settle- 
mente into their city. The Herald in 
@ recent issue siys: 
“With referance to the Straits Set- 
tiements silver which is being 
brought in, tne attitude of the busi- 
ness men and banks is very different. 
They realize that the country is be- 
ing flooded with this coin by men j 
who are making a business of it. | 
The money is purchased in Vancou- 
ver at fifty cents on the dollar, and 
the came is calculated at its face 
value as soon as it reaches Calgary. 
There are very few other places in 
the west where this can be done, 
and it is thought the resolution of 
Calgary merchants te refuse this 
money in future will effectually bec 
these schemers. It is not illegal, J 
there is no way to prevent a man 
accepting a coin worth 
cents for fifty cents, 
cther sum. 
it ts.nct. often that an individual or 
& community complains of a financial 
inundation, but the circumstances of 
the case free the people of the south- | 
ern city from any charge of aversion 
or indifference to wealth. It is the 
kind of money, not the money itself | 
they object to. 

it is doubtful if the circulation of 
this coin cculd be stopped by-asimilar 
arrangement to that for getting rid of 
American silver. To redeem the Straits 
Settlement coins at par would place a 
fixed market value upon them great- 
ly im excess of their intrinsic value 
and ihe result would probably be a 
large increase in the importation of 
the southern specie. The Britons once 
triec to vuy off the Danish invaders, 
witn the consequence that they multi- 
plied in numbers and in th2 frequency 
of their visits. Something similar 
would probably happen if the attempt 
were made to “buy up” the Straits 
Setilemerts coins at twice their value. 

A more immediate and effective rem- 
edy is in the hands of the public—that 
of simply decJining to accept this coin. 
This would be of course 2 purely vol- 
untary remedy but one which means 
the difference between direct loss and 
gain should readily become unanimous, 
in which case it would be immediately 
efiective. Calgary merchants have al- 
ready adopted this course and as Cal- 
gary appears to have been the chief 
point for dumping the debased coinage 
their action should go far toward ac- 
complishing the desired result. Their 
e{foerts would however be more certain | 
of success if similar action were un- 
dertaken immediately by the merchants 
of other western towns

A London cable says that judgment

North African colony. Even the sug- 
gestion that she give others a hand 
with herseif and Spain in officering 
the gendarmerie seems unreasonable. 
France should control the finances 
and police of Morocco.”

Co-operation in the distribution of 
farm produce is the lever by which the 
Society of Equity tries to raise agricul- 
ture to the standard of every other 
business and to insure to every farmer 
a fair and steady pricé for his produce. 

Technical knowledge may help fin- 
ancially a few individual farmers, and 
generally the rich farmers. It will not 
help the farmer as a Class, because un- 
der the present conditions all that tends 
to increase production proportionally 
lower the prices. What must be done 
first to restore the equilibrium of vai- 
ues between farm produce and other 
commodities. 

As long as the Government was sat- 
isfied that it had done all its duty in 
promoting stock fairs and exhibitions, 
agricultural societies and agricultural 
institutions, 
ty of Equity, had not much confidence 
in it to bring us relief. But it seems 
now that our Alberta Provincial Govy- 
ernment is moving in the right direc- 
tion and that it is disposed to encour- 
age and help to co-operation cf the 
farmers in the marketing of their pro- 
| duce. 

Last week at the Edmonton creamery 
convention, Hon. W. T. Finlay, Minis- 
ter of Agriculture made the an- 


nouncement thai the Provincial 
aovernment wes to take over 
the management of the Alberta 


creameries formerly operated by the 
Dominion Government. Moreover _ it 
seems disposed to undertake the man- 


agement of the pork packing industry | 


and the handling of our eggs and poul- 
try trade. Also it may operate a rural 
telephone system on the sarne plan. 

In all this it is in line with the So- 
ciety of Equity and can be assured of 
our hearty support. 


It cannot be said that the Society. of 
Equity has been courting the Govern- 
ment so far, but credit must be placed 
where it is due. I? the Alberta Govern- 
ment would take such a step as con- 
templated, it would certainly place it- 
self on record as the most progressive 
government on the contenent. 


The Government acting as a medium 
between producers and consumers for 
the marketing of meat, butter, eggs and 
poultry, would solve once of the great- 
est problerns we have to contend with 
at present, and no doubt the farmers 
all over Alberta would eagerly avail 
themselves of the great opportunity of- 
feerd them. 

The only conditions to be fulfilled by 
the farmers is the building of the 
plants. The Government would insta! 
machinery and handle the business, 
charcing a certain amount of the out-
